These differing reactions re- 
flected the fairly general politi- 
cal disagreement over the health 
of the economy under the first 
Republican administration in 20 
years. 

In a mid-year economic report 
yesterday, Mr. Eisenhower said 
the recent economic decline has 
halted and that economic baro- 
meters “suggest a high—or even 
an improving—state of economic 
welfare.” He said some com- 
munities and industries have 
been hurt but that there are 
numerous signs of economic im- 
provement. 

Chairman Jesse P. Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, of the House- 
Senate Economic Committee de- 
scribed the report as “proof that 
we can have prosperity without 
war.” He also called it “an ef- 
fective answer” to Democratic 
cries of alarm about the econom- 
ic situation. 

However, Senator Paul UH. 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, who 
has sounded some of those 
alarms, made it clear that he 
thought Mr. Eisenhower had 
painted a too rosy picture. 

“Let the real facts speak for 
themselves,” he commented. 
“The people over the country 
well know what the facts are.”

More than 500 creditors of the 
late Robert L. Knetzer, multi- 
million dollar Edwardsville 
swindler, may collect as much 
as 25 cents on the dollar on 
their claims, it was estimated 
today, provided the trustee in 
bankruptcy is the winner in 
legal action brought by four 

“special creditors.” 

The special creditors lent 
more than $200,000 to Knetzer 
without security as part of the 
former convict’s court-author- 
ized fund-raising program after 
he was thrown into bankruptcy. 
The first of four suits by spe- 
cial creditors is docketed for 
trial Sept. 7 in the United States 
district court at Peoria. 

Results of the Peoria trial will 
indicate what 559 creditors, with 
claims in excess of $1,000,000, 
may expect to collect from the 
$376,515 bankruptcy estate. . G. 
W. Horsley, attorney for the 
trustee, thinks creditors will get 
“at least” 25 cents on the dollar, 
provided he is successful in re- 
sisting the claims of the special 
creditors against the trustee. 

Special creditors base their 
claims on money lent to Knetzer, 
which they contend he turned 
into the bankruptcy estate so he 
could stay out of jail. The

Another demonstration that there is more 
than meets the eye in the “hustle and bustle” 
of the closing days of a legislative session is the 
grazing-lands amendment tied by the Senate to 
the tail of the farm bill. 

While the Senate earlier adopted these grazing- 
land provisions in a separate bill, the House 
would have no part of them—and rightly so. 
These provisions would inordinately extend the 
right of private stockmen to the use of public 
lands. In the guise of encouraging permanent 
improvements, these people would be given 
everything but a deed to the grasslands.

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Eisenhower “Shares” Farm Victory 


HE EISENHOWER ADMINISTRATION is fully conscious of 

the political danger inherent in the new farm law, which 

needs only a few finishing touches, including the President's 
signature, to go on the statute books. 


The risk lies in the substitu- 
tion of a flexible price support 
formula for the rigid 90 per 
cent of parity in existing law, 
which was 
championed in 
vain in Con- 
gress by some 
Republican 
farm-bloc lead- 
ers and the 
bulk of Demo- 
crats. Evidence 
of the Adminis- 
tration’s aware- 
ness of possible 
political reper- 
cussions in the 
critical Novem- 
ber congressional elections is 
found, among other places, at 
the White House, whence there 
came, too, an indication of the 
“line” the Administration will 
take to try to remove the curse. 

The cue was given, in fact, 
by the President himself in the 
way he approached the issue at 
his mid-week news conference. 


President Plays Politics. 


In preface, it might be re- 
called that, when the House 
adopted the flexible price sup- 
port formula about a month 
ago, the President exuberantly 
greeted that as “a great and 
sweeping victory” and took full 
credit for the Republican Ad- 
ministration. 

But he changed his tune when 
the Senate followed suit this 
week. It was apparent that the 
President, meanwhile, had got 
some political coaching. He 
plainly had carefully considered 
in advance what he would say 
to the press. He introduced the 
subject of the farm bill volun- 
tarily at the outset of his news 
conference, without waiting for 
questions.

It was, 
he said, another step in a pro- 
gram designed to assist the long- 
range welfare of the American 
farmer and every segment of 
our economy. 


Bid for Independents. 


Thus he sought to put the new 
farm law in a national and bi- 
partisan frame and, at the same 
time, to make it just another in 
the long series of legislative en- 
actments for agriculture in re- 
cent years in which, in fact, both 
parties have participated and to 
which each has _ contributed. 
That is a clue to the tack he 
plans to take in his own partici- 
pation in the congressional cam- 
paign, not only on the farm is- 
sue, but on others.

He Begins to Like It. 


The President's way of trying 
to play down and submerge the 
issue is about all that is avail- 
able to him. His popularity 
lends itself to that treatment. 
Despite his endeavor at his 
news conference ta remove the 
farm-bill triumph from the 
realm of partisan politics, the 
President could not conceal or 
suppress his very real pleasure 
at the resylt.. He exhibited the 
relish off personal accomplish- 
ment. That came out in his 
buoyant and jovial mood at his 
news conference, which was en- 
livened by quips and jokes. 

He is picking up a knack at 
practical politics: and seems to 
enjoy the game. He revealed 
that he has learned a basic rule, 
which is that there are very few 
basic rules, and that the political 
practitioner must pick his way 
as he goes and often play by ear. 
He had been, for example, so 
positive on previous occasions 
that he would not interfere in 
local contests.

Organized Firm Here in 
1916—Was in Ill Health 
for Long Time.

VETERAN PENSION 
RATES IS PASSED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
~The Senate passed and sent to 
the White House last night a bill 
which would increase by 5 per 
cent the rates of pensions pay- 
able to véterans and their de- 
pendents. 

The legislation, if signed into 
law, would affect 544,700 veter- 
ans and 399,100 cases of depend-

Working with Concrete. 
UILDING things around the 
place with concrete looks easy 
and actually it is easy except 

| things don’t seem to 
turn out the way they were sup- 
posed to or the way the man 
who wrote the book or the col- 
umn said they would. 


Sometimes this is the fault of 
the man. Sometimes it’s the 
fault of the concrete—it wasn’t 
mixed right, and sometimes it’s 
the fault of the forms and the 
way in which the concrete was 
poured. 


Once you've gone to the trou- 
ble to mix up.a good batch of 
concrete, you want to make sure 
eet = all your work was not in 
Vv 


First, most concrete jobs re- 
quire forms of one sort or an- 
other to hold the fresh concrete 
oe eggs until it is dry and 


Almost any good solid boards 
will do for this job but they 
must be well and prop- 
erly secured or the weight of 
the concrete will push them 


around some 
inch thick bo braced with 
2 by 4 studding every 24 inches 
or so should do for most home 
concrete jobs. If you want @ 
curved section, use a sheet of 
metal instead of the wood, 


Concrete doesn't stick to wood 
readily so it’s usually not necege 
sary to coat the forms With any 
thing so they can be removed, 
Grease can be smeared on the 
surface of the forms before the 
concrete is poured but the 
grease will stain the concrete 
and make future painting almost 
impossible. 


When you pour the concrete 
into the forms, pour just a little 
at a time and then jab it with « 
trowel or shovel. This insures it 
becoming a compact mass free 
of air bubbles. 

Lastly, after the concrete has 
been poured, keep it covered 
with burlap or hay and keep the 
covering damp for about a week, 


This will insure a good quality 


concrete. If the concrete dries 
out too quickly, the results are 
often not all that you expected,

having most of the accidents, Dr. Schulzinger found that 
nearly everyone was likely to have one accident. 

In fact, only 3 to 5 per cent of the people involved 
tended to suffer injuries year after year.. They accounted 
for only one accident in 200. : 

Since his study of 35,000 accident cases included 27,000 
industrial accidents and 8000 non-industrial accidents, it’s a 
large enough group to warrant particular attention. 

Dr. Schulzinger found the tendency to have accidents 
declines with age. Its peak is at age 21. In fact, the acci- 
dent rate of those 20 to 24 years old is two-and-one-half 


times higher than the accident rate of those 40 to 44 years” 


old. It is four times higher than those 50 to 54 years old. 
People 60 to 64 years old are the safest of all—another 
argument in favor of employing older people! 

In this study, as in so many others, men were second 
best to women. Men are more than twice as likely to have 
accidents.

“AS DR. SCHULZINGER PUTS IT in his article in In- 
dustrial Medicine and Surgery, “Clinical experience sug- 
gests that, in the course of a life span, almost any normal 
individual under emotional strain or conflict may become 
temporarily ‘accident’ prone.’ Any person may suffer a 
series of accidents in fairly rapid succession. Most persons, 
however, find solutions to their problems, develop defenses 
against their emotional conflicts, and drop out of the highly 
‘accident-prone’ group after a few hours, days, weeks or 
months, Some persons remain highly ‘accident-prone’ 
throughout life. They contribute, however, to only a rela- 
tively small percentage of all accidents.” 

In other words, any of us may have an accident in an 
unguarded moment. It’s especially likely when you are 
emotionally’ upset. You are loaded for an accident when 
you start out late for an appointment or when you are 
worried or angry. 

Just becatise you haven’t yet had a serious accident 
doesn't mean you won't have one. There always has to be 
afirst time. - 

Dr. Schulzinger’s study shows that, although there is a 
tiny group of accident-prone people who suffer injuries 
year after year, most of us account for most of the acci- 
dents, But we become safer as we grow older.
